Bet ween Lake Bomflm, twenty miles 
from here, and his goal, there lay a 
course of about 1,850 miles, which, 
at an average speed of eighty miles 
an hour, he could expect to negotiate 
In about twenty-two hours and fifteen 
minutes. 
Departure here was at 4.32 p. rn. 

Philadelphia time), yester­ 
day, so that completion of his flight 
might be expected at about 5 p. rn. Da­ 
kar time (2 p. rn., Philadelphia time) 
today.
